DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4, 5, 6 and 8-26 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 5, prior art does not teach the second grating has, in cross section, ridges and 
valleys, a duty ratio of substantially 50%, and an optical path difference for light incident 
at a ridge and light incident at a valley is substantially equal to lamda/4, where lamda is 
wavelength of light. Regarding claim 6, prior art does not teach the second grating has, 
in cross section, ridges and valleys, a duty raito of substantially 50%, and an optical 
path difference for light incident at a ridge and light incident at valley is substantially 
equal to lamda/8, here lamda is wavelength of light. Regarding claims 8 and 10, 
reasons for allowance has been set forth in the office action 5/28/08.
